Mexico City, Aug. 28 —The full 


text of the answer of Federico Gam- 
boa, Mexican secretary of state for 
foreign affairs to the second note 
sent him by John Lind, President 
.Wilson's confidential agent in Mexi- 
co, under date of August 25, 
was 


made public here today. 
It con- 


tains several interesting clauses. In 
one paragraph the Mexican diplomat 
quotes Mr. Lind's statement that 
President Wilson said "if Mexico acts 
immediately and favorably upon the 
foregoing 
suggestions" would ex- 


press to American 
bankers 
assur- 
ances that the, government of the 
.United States would look with favor 
upon an immediate loan to Mexico. 


Answering 
this

begs to be excused from a direct re- 
ply for the time being, other than 
to say that this suggestion appear? 
to be an attractive antecedent pro- 
posal to the fact that Mexico should 
i enounce a right 
which 
incontro- 


•yertibly upholds the country at a 
time when the dignity of the nation 
is at stake. 
"I believe,'1 he adds, "that there 


are not loans enough to induce those 
charged by the law to maintain that 
dignity to-permit it to be lessened."

FOREIGNERS IN PANIC 


Vessel Will Sail as Usual 
and Damage Will Be Re- 
paired 
at 
Sea—Heavy 
Loss in Provisions.

New York, Aug. 28.—The steamship 


Imperator, largest vessel afloat, 
was 


swept by fire early today as she lay 
at her dock in Hoboken with her crew 
and 1,131 steerage passengers aboard. 
Second Officer Gobrecht, who led the 
crew into the hold to fignt the flames, 
was cut ott from bis men, enveloped 
In a cloud ot smoke and 
suffocated 


His bodv was found an hour after- 
wards, untouched by flrt, and brought 
ashore. Seaman Otto Stump was ov- 
ercome uy smoke and sevived at a 
hospital but is in a serious condition. 


A tleet of fire fighting craft, aug- 


mented by apparatus on shore sur- 
rounded the ship and poured tons of 
water into her hold. When the fire 
was checked at 8 o'clock the great ves- 
sel had listed 
fifteen 
degrees. The 
small army in the steerage aroused 
irom their sleep by the crackling of 
flames, rushed, panic stricken tor the 
>ier 
Most, ot them spent 
the 
re- 


mainder of' the night huddled in dis- 
t'omlort, at the shore end on the pier.

Belgium, when he vas called back re- 
cently by President Huerta to become 
foreign secretary.

Officials 


Demand Deed For Grounds 


Occupied by Country Club 


The legal battle for possession of 


the so-called permanent encampment 
ground west of Newark is now on and 
the decision will rest with tire court. 


The county commissfciiers and the 


city council claim that the city and 
the county are the rightful owners of 
the ground, and should have posses- 
sion. On the other hand, tbe Board 
of Trade holds the deed to the pro- 
perty and the Licking Country club 
has possession of the giound under a 
lease given by the Board of Trade 


At a meeting of the city council and 


the county commissioners Wednesday 
evening, a resolution was adopted to 
instruct the sheriff to take possession 
of the ground unless the Board of 
Trade transfers the property to the 
city and county before next Tuesday, 
September 2d. 


This brings the matter into court as 


it is taken tor granted that the Board 
of Trade will resist the action. 


Over twenty years ago this beauti- 


ful tract of 123 acres, embracing the 
famous octagon and 
circle mounds, 


was purchased and given to the state 
of Ohio. A small private subscription 
was raised and about $23,000 was ad- 
vanced by the old Franklin <bank to 
pay for the property. Subsequently 
the city and Newark township issued 
bonds in the sums of thirteen and ten 
thousand 
dollars respectively, after 


approval of the voters at the polls and 
the proceeds of the sale went to pay 
back the money loaned by the Frank- 


lin bank. The ground was then given 
to the state tor military encampment 
purposes and a condition of the gift 
was that should the state cease to use 
the ground for encampment of the 
soldiers, the ground should revert to 
the Board of Trade. A few years ago 
the militiamen tired of coming to one 
place year after year and finally the 
ground was abandoned. The Board of 
Trade took possession but for lack of 
funds the ground son became dilap- 
idated Part of the land was farmed. 
In 1906 the Board of Trade went to 
Columous and 
had the 
legislature 
transfer the deed to the 
Board of 


Trade as provided In the 
original 


contract. 
A few years afterward the 


Country c.ub was organized and 
the 


club proposed leasing the ground. The 
Board entered into a 20-year lease pro- 
viding for annual rental pf $650, all 
of which was to be expended in per- 
manent improvements on the ground, 
the idea being to beautify 
and pre- 


serve the ground, trees, and earth- 
works and to .make the place into a 
public park af a future date* when 
funds could be secured 
to properly 


care for the place. The club expend- 
ed $12,000 on a clu«, house and each 
year the Board of Trade has expend- 
ed the rental money on permanent 
improvements. This year all of the 
trees were "doctored" so as to pre- 
serve them indefinitely. 


The lease clearly defines the club's

posal for an" eXCHalfge of ambassa- 
dors was, however, interpreted by 
many officials as a practical reitera- 
tion of the original stand of the. 
Huerta government.

Senor 'Gamboa, minister of for- 


eign affairs in Mexico, pointed oat 
that the demand of tbe United 
States for the elimination of Huert* 
would be met by a provision of the 
Mexican constitution which makes a 
provisional president Ineligible to r*- 
election. The Washington govern- 
ment, however, desires assurance* 
more definite. John Lind, President 
Wilson's envoy was authorised to re- 
turn to Mexico Ci!y from Vera Cruz. 
if, in his discretion, It seemed ad- 
visable. 


It is believed here he will go and 
that negotiations over some of the 
disputed points, principally the re- 
tirement of Huerta may be reopened.

lu any wet woodland or grassy 


marshland we may flush a snipe in 
September and nearly e\ery area of 
swamp land has Its little colony of 
rails. 
Hunter? are also permitted 


to kill the greater a.iul lesser yel- 
lowlegs. species of the snipe family. 
bin rarely do we find them in this 
locality. 
"Thin as n rail" is an old expres- 


sion which refers to iln> little game 
bird by that name. 
There are two 


species found commonb in Licking 
county, the Virginia and the Sora 
rails. 
Both 
these 
birds are com- 


pressed 
so 
that 
the> 
may pass 


easily between 
the 
reeds 
in the 


marsh. Their peculiar chuckling and 
croaking is the chief evidence we 
have of the presence of these sly 
marsh lovers. 
When hard pressed

down. This funny bird lies so close 
to the ground and his striped brown 
back harmonizes so accurately with 
his surroundings that it is impos- 
sible to see him even if you know 
the exact spot in which he is hiding.

feet he rises with a loud and harsh 
cry of "Jack! Jack!" and away goes 
his ragged body in a zigzag flight, 
which leaves you with your mouth 
open in astonishment and then you 
remember that you have forsotten 
to shoot. 
And then there is the woodcock, 


or 
bogsucker, - another species of 


snipe. 
With the eyes of an owl set 


in the back of his head he surveys 
the woodland on all sides while with 
a long bill he probes in the ground 
for a worm. This proboscis is arm- 
ed with a flexible tip and once far 
down in the mud he feels around for 
the victim, a nice big juicy worm. 
He, too. is colored like the ground 
and hard to see. 
The woodcock 


may run on the ground."to escape 
or take to flight on whiatiing wings, 
not so hard to hit as his cousin, the 
jack snipe. 
Just to prove that there ar? 


snipes in Licking county go out to 
some swampy land in April and see 
a big woodcock make love to his 
mate. 
In that season they take lo 


the wet open ground. 
In the even- 


ing about C o'clock in April nearly 
every piece of so'-'gy grassland is 
full "of this lovemaking. 
The male 


bird turns about in the i-graas and 
makes a harsh call at'regular in- 
tervals.

hi- bumblebee swings' upward in a 
great spiral till he is lost to sight 
Then be twitters to his mate and 
makes a sheer drop to the ground

Foreign bodies, such as parti- 


cles of dust, bits of steel and 
emery, frequently get into the 
eyes. On a windy day dust from 
the street is liable to blow into 
the e.\cs and at once set up mi 
irritation 
Tho natural tendency 


is to rub the eye, und this Only 
adds fuel to the flre and anises 
more irritation. 
In many cases 


if the eye is left alone for tt few 
minutes the Irritating material 
will be v ashed out by the now 
of 
tears which 
its 
presence 


causes. 
If not washed out by 


tears it usually may be found 
under the upper eyelid, and its 
removal is not a difficult task for 
one who lias hnd some practice. 


The patient should be diiected 


to look downward, then the up- 
per ejelid should be everted.

Modern Witehe*. 


Centuries have passed since "witch- 


es" were executed In England, but In 
very recent times they have suffered 
physical harm. 
Dr. Jessopp knew a 


Norfolk man who died in 1883, and in 
the sixties had joined with his two 
brothers in a night expedition to the 
house of an old woman. They took 
her out of bed, and in the presence of 
half a dozen other people threw her 
into a pond, "where she would infalli- 
bly have been drowned, but that some 
who -were not so mad as the rest cried 
out that she was sinking to the bot- 
tom and must be saved." The con- 
clusive evidence against her was that 
she kept a black cat and wore a black 
silk dress on Sundays.
